The only point that w e w ould Uke 
to m ake in regard to this letter by these 
girls is that 
w e 
get 
the 
feeling 
from 
reading it that they feel that outsiders 
are trying to close down 
their school 
and w e do not believe this is the case. 
The consolidation of the M cCaulley 
School with Hamlin or any other district 
is a matter for the people residing in the 
M cCaulley School District to decide. The 
people of Hamlin 
can only express a 
w illingness to consolidate with M cCaul­ 
ley if that is what the people of M cCaul­ 


ley desire. 
As w e tried to express in this col­ 
umn last week, the citizens of M cCaulley 
need to decide first if they want to con­ 
tinue operating their own school at Mc­ 
Caulley. If they do, then fine, that is the 
end of the matter. But, if they feel that 
they cannot continue 
to operate their 
school, 
then they need to decide with 
which school district they w ould like to 


consolidate. 
Girls, what you need to understand 
w hen you say 
"We don't bother you, 
w hy should you bother us" is the fact 
that the people that must make this d e ­ 
cision are your parents and their friends 
and neighbors — not som e m ean stran­ 
ger off som eplace else. And they must 
consider many things 
in m aking this 
decision, the first of which is of course 
your future and the future of your class­ 
m ates coming up behind you. 
What w e are trying to say to you 
and more important to your parents and 
neighbors is that you must assum e the 
responsibility for this decision yourselves. 
Right or wrong there are som e p eop ­ 
le, and w e have no w ay of knowing how 
many, who feel that they can offer the 
youngsters of M cCaulley a better school 
for the sam e m oney 
by consolidating 


with another district. 
If the voters of your school district 
vote to do a w a y with your school we 
can only hope that you can understand 
that they are trying to do 
what they 
think is best and that it w as a hard d e­ 
cision for them to have to make because 
it is their school and 
com munity too. 
And then if they vote to keep your school, 
work hard to justify their faith in it.
